IGH art and daring in the criminal 
profession are passing away. There 
are few picturesque characters in 

police annals today. 

There are no James boys or Traceys on 
the Western plains; the Dick Turpins of 
English highways have degenerated to the 
sneakthieves and Bill Sykeses of London 


ESPITH his lawless deeds and reckless disre- 
gard of property rights, there was something 
picturesque and romantic about the criminal 
leader of days gone by—the lawbreaker who 
gonsidered himsvif above the ordinary criminal and 
exercised genius and daring in plying his trade 

If correctly pictured, he often had qualities that 
men admire. He was frequently represented 48 being 
“as handsome as bold’; was honorable in his own W@y, 
impulsively generous and a rollicking good fellow. 

He was a robber, but often from a pure love of 
@esperate adventure. He despoiled the rich and gave 
to the poor. The life of another was taken only to 
@ave his own. 

But there is nothing romantic about the criminal 
ef today. He is generally a sneak, of filthy life and 
without a single redeeming trait. , 

“There does not exist in the United States today 4 
and of skilled bank burglars,"’ recently declared 
ames R. Branch, secretary of the Protective Commit- 

tee of the American Bankers’ Association. “There are 
a few groups of the tramp kind, or yeggs, who wander 
about the country seeking sneak opportunities in 
which there 1s little risk 

“In my opinion, the passing of the Jimmy Hope 
type is due to the relentless prosecution of this asso- 
ciation. When it was organized in 18/5 that kind of 
burglar flourished.”

To Draw Threads Easily 


NE .of the most trying things that 
falle to the lot of the family 
seamstress is drawiftg threads 

across muslin or linen to make a guid 
ing line for cutting, but if the goods be 
well dampened across where the line ia 
to come the thread may be drawn with 
ense, and, in most cases, without even 
breaking ,the thread. Many a sore fin 
ger end has been saved by this precau- 
tion, 

Another suggestion, if followed. will 
be found very useful in drawing threads 
for embroidery or drawn-work After 
the required space has heen dampened 
instead of Wrawing the first thread 
draw the one near the middle This 
will be mo harder to remove than the 
first one. and the worker will then be 
in position to draw two at a time sere 
after, and thus halve her work 


To Shirr a Round Yoke 


NE may well be appalled by the 
task of shirring a round yoke 
particularly !f the material be 


very thin. If one coes not know how 
to go about it, it Is, indeed, a tedious 
plece of work, and ceems really for 
midable The uninitiated will, per 
haps, cut a strip, straight or bias, once 
and a half as long as the distance 
around the shoulders. This she will 
gather in, possibly without much ex 
actness, and after attaching it to the 
neck of the dress, she will run other 
shirring in, three or four of them 
perhaps, until she reaches the neck 
Proper. By this time she is in despair 
for she has a bunch of goods which 
try as she may, she finds it impossible 
to bring within a given space Fur 
thermore, her yoke strains in some 
places and bulges in others, unti} it is 
anything but a thing of beauty, or 
even a comfort. 

The rule, however, !s simple, and 19 
mainly a que:tion of arithmetic. Take 
the measure around the shoulder, just 
below the slope of the shoulder; mul- 
tiply this by one and one-half for 
thicker material. or two for thinner 
Divide this result by three. and then 
cut a circle of which the diameter 
shall correspond with the last result 
For instance, if the measure of the 
shoulders be forty inches, once and 
one-half would be sixty inches. 

Divided by three, you have twenty 
Twenty inches, then, should be the 
diameter of the circular piece which 
is to make the yoke. Measure then 
the distance from the neck of the 
waist to the actuai neckband Say 
this is six inches; «llow seven and 
one-haif inches, to include seams, and 
cut a circular hole out of the middle 
of your yoke goods. seven and one 
half inches from the bottom edge. Cut 
open on straight of goods if to be 
opened in the back, on bias if to be 
opened on shoulder and hem eacli 
side the required width Put in the 
desired num» r of snirifnes and draw 
neck first to fit, and puf on the Land. 
Adjust bottom shirring to top of waist 
next, and then draw ‘ntermediate ones 
to fit. 

A shirred yoke can never be proper- 
jy adjusted on one’s self, for it must be 
pulled down tight and pinned und 
basted snugly all around before {t is 
permanently attached to the waist 


To Remove Bastings 


HE PROPER removal of bastings 
T from the completed garment ts as 

necessary as the proper putting 
in. Many a dress has been ruined by a 
hasty, ill-calculated pull. Did you ever 
watch a novice catch the end of a 
thread and then, after pulling up the 
seam of a skirt in a hard bunch, bring 
all her strength to bear to break the 
thread or perhaps even to bite it of’ 
And did you ever see the seam of the 
skirt afterward? 

If you have, you probably Know that 
the pristine beauty of the material was 
gone forever. If tt was silk or lawn 
there were holes in it all up the seam, 
possibly pulled places part way across 
the breadths. If the goods was so stout 
as to defy such cruel treatment, then 
dt was probably wrinkled so badly that 
mressing would never bring the detect 
wut enti-ly. 

Basting threads should be clipped at 
intervals o¢ three inches, and eacn 
short length should be removed wilh 


out wrinkling the goods in any way 
Indeed, there will be no need, for 
clipped in this way, the thread wil 
yield to the slightest pull, If any one 
thread seems obstinale, do not jerk 
There is probably a slight Knot some- 
where and another clipping will remedy 
the evil. An ivory or bone stiletto is a 
most convenient thing to have in one’s 
work-basket, especially when bastings 
are to be removed

Harmless Lotions.

An eye cup, which may be obtained for fif- 
teen or twenty cents at any drug store, should 
‘be used to wash the eyes. Hold the head 
down, with the cup about half full of the lo- 
tion, fit it to the eye and then throw the hea 


far back. While the head is in this position 
slowly open and shut the eye ten or twelve 
times. 


Boric acid, obtainable at all drug stores, al 
ready prepared, is a good eye wash; another is 
made of borax, 1 gram; quince seed mucilag:. 
10 qwams; water of ekcery laurol, 5 rans 
distilled water, 100 grams. When using, dilit« 
one-half with water and use in the eye cup
